'Abraham Lincoln used to say, "God seems to 
ive a likinj for the plain peo|fle." By the plain 
pcoplf Abraham Lino^'lii nir.uit his own 
sort of people. The first we hear of his 
forefathers and forcmothers was at the 
re'-l I . t:ili!r roiiiif\ siat of Bristol County, Matt., 
iroin which iwy great grandmother hailed, and 
which she always spoke of (I don't know why) 
at " rauiHiiii. good I^rd." The first rc-tinj; place 
M the family on its journey "out west" was 
Pennsylvania, where a descendant figures In the

3'hen the family branched ut?, a [lurtion of them 
becoming Qitakers, the majority going on to Vir- 
ginia, Mill ■ nc tluif we hear of fighting under 
("Washington in tlie War ol the Revolution. The 
branch that "struck" Kentucky had for itq nom- 
liu! I'.tad perhaps the only 'drgenerate" member 
•f the tribe; one of those men "sized up" to me 
%j • bright and handsome colored chambermaid 
In Texas as "one of them coniicil creatures that 
we women marry jand have to support." Happily, 
little Abraham was the sen of one and the cher- 
)sl)( il itilf Ixiy of another of that sort of women 
that go through life weighted with a "comical" 
•r worse man and still bring tip their children 
to become "the salt of the earth " 

Like George Washington, Abra,ham Lincoln 
sever troubled himself about his ancestors. I'.ut 
what he meant by the plain 
people that "God seems to have 
a liking for," as far as related to 
the Sonth, was the five or six millions of white 
lolk that in i860 in these fifteen States had never 
in any way been concerned with the owiifrship 
•(negro slaves. From the beginning these South- 
erners who were not sla\ elu)!<!< rs had foriiud by 
far the larger proportion of the white population. 
They fought the battles of the South — first in 
clearing tlie land of the "noMe savage"; then sup- 
plying the bulk of its loyal populations in the 
Revolution ; driving the crack regiments of Wel- 
lington and AN'aterloo into the sea at New 
Orleans, under "plain" Andrew Jackson; after- 
Wards wresting the empire of Texas from Mexico 
and expanding the Republic towards the South- 
west to the Pacific Ocean ; and, finally, under 
General Robert E. Lee, tHrough four terrible 
years. f<3ilowing their lenders from Charlestown 
to Appomattox with a devotion and courage so 
magnificent that nothing but the deplorable cause 
lor which they fought could have caused their 
defeat. 

But indeed what we call, by a figure of Eng- 
lish speech, the "SMUtlurn Aristocracy" was not 
"IsuMurn wholly aristocratic. The 350^000 
AriatMraey.** owners of slaves, the nmjority of 

whom were probably <iwned by 
50,000 men, with their families and the profes- 
rional classes amounting to some two millkMfis of 
pftiple. who for the first seventy - five \cars of 
the Republic possessed the earth, owned the four 
millions of cok>red laborers, monopoliied th^ 
fC'ciety. the wealth and the culture, and fa-hii>ned 
the religion of these eleven States to their own 
liking; and through this concentration of interest 
practically poxerned the nation liK i8.^k-) — even 
this |K)werful and splendid aristocracy was itself 
the product of the plain people of the original 
Euro])enit inimi|,'aiii m and tli iCinf uf the prc»-ious 
two hundred and fifty years. I'or the amiable 
Mhiclnatton with which the leading class of the 
South for these three centuries has beguiled itself, 
that it was the bercilitary first cousin of the 
British aristVKracy, is now, thanks to the his- 
1( r:;m>, ">.n its la>t Kp''" The le^s said about 
the bad boys of distingni^hcd families that fitst 
came to Virginia and, but for Captain John Smith. 
wt)iiM have disappeared in a ■dissolving view" 
of shiftlessness and insubordination, the better 
for all concerned. 

At the breaking out of the Revolution the 
people of Virginia were in no superior sense the 
Nat all d««««"dants of the "Cavaliers"; aU 
eavallart. though a portion of their best meii came 
of fathers who fought under the Stuarts. 
For more than a century the British convict ships 
unloadrd their freight upon the .Al'aniic southern 
colonies. These so-called convicts were not all 
criminals as we count criminals, to-day, but 

■either were tin y ari^t, orats. To a c Mis^derable 
extent they were people imprisoned for debt, non- 
conformity to church law, or some very minor 
misdemeanors. During ami after the R< volution 
that sent Charles 1 to the block and made Oliver 
Cromwell Protector, the immigration to the 
South was a fair mixture of the followers of both 
the great English contending parties. For their 
original interest in educatk>n and the backbone 
ef their religion, the .Southern .\tlautic colonies 
were indebted largely to the Scotch- Irish and the 
Germafls; the latter declared by Washington 
"their best class of iiiini;);raiit-"-- neither of them 
of the vaunted "Anglo-Saxon" stuck. 

The plain truth is thik the Aristocracy of the

It oripin.Ued and was perjietuated for 

two centuries until i860 in the same way as its 
British predecessor. Somebody has said: "Sixty 

thousand thieves came over with William the 
Conquerer and founded the British Aristocracy." 
Of course, the descendants of the Norsemen 
pirates, at that date, would hard'y di-pute this 
"title of nobility." But the original British 
nobility came up precisely as the leading class in 
Boston, New York and C'bii a^'^ t" day- by pro- 
motion for ability of tlic kind then most in de 
mand. Almost annihilated by the Wars of the 
Roses and the Protestant Refonu.ition. the 
"Noble Lords" were renewed in the same way : 
by the promotion of men who in some way had 
rendered service to the state. To-day the British 
nobility is what it is because it lives with its 
front door wide open, with the possibility that 
any ambitious and able boy caii he added to its 
ranks for service in any profession, from every 
class and calling. 

The aristocracy that governed the .<ouih and 
polliically governed the naii. n till iS<>o. was built 
on no such foundation of b.iy, -ir.iw and stubble" 
as an hereditar> descent front its cousins in 
Motherland. Indeed, the North in l8tjo, were it 
interested in heredity, could trace as *'noble" a 
heritage. Three hundred year's ago Virginia 
included the present United States from the 
Atlantic coast as far westward as any white nun 
had "set up his Ebenczer." There was "land to 
burn" at the disposal of the I'rown. Every man 
who landed on the .Southern .Xtlantic coa-t and 
was enterprising enough to make his own way 
could become the povsc^^or of an e-.tate that 
would rouse the envy of a I'.rais!) country gen- 
tleman. The possession of slaves and. first, the 
raisincj of tobacco, afterwards the mouoj><>ly of 
cotton and semi-tropical productions, enabled a 
small percentage of this people with true British 
enerpv to forge to the front. The real distinction 
of the British aristocracy is that, fruin the first, 
it has had a>likeral wing to furnish leadership for 
the masses on the way to the pre>-ent control of 
the House of Commons by the powerliil Middle 
Class. Through the toils and conflicts of out 
hundred and seventy fiv e \ ear- this foreuv».t class 
of the South by had been educated up to the 
Hritish idea of liberal government and the de- 
mand for the, whole .\nierican white people of 
British civic and personal rights. 

It may mrell be said that at this period our 
colonial wa.s indeed the consummate flower of 
the British aristocracy. W illiam E. tJladstone 
said : "When I was a boy, I read the life of Gcorfe 
Washington and believed him the greatest man 
that ever lived, and I have never changed my 
opinion." It was indeed significant that, from 
this npi)er American class. North and South, a 
century ago, there came to the front a group uf 
men who, according to the same authority, was 
pronounced the mo-t eminent of its n'^v in the 
fashioning of a republican order of society and 
government destined to become the common lot 
of mankind. 

Hgd it not been weighted to its final death 

with the barbarism oi in gro slavery, this .jileudid 

order of republican nobility, with 

^JV**"^..*^* the states it represent, d, iniglit 

ot Southern ' " 

Aristocracy. have liei n indi tinitely prolonged. 

.\nd for this burden it is hardly 
responsible. Three huudrnl \ears ayo every 
Christian nati<in was vlaveholdiiig, and the 
masses of the continental European p<*ople in all 
essential rights and opportunities were half a 
century behind our ten millions of colored .\meri- 
can citizens to-day. But no man or no class can 
hold any other man or class in chattel vlaveiy 
without turning the back on every kind of man 
not of its own sort. So from year to year the 
slave-holding and dominant class, though de- 
pendent on the Southern plain white people lor 
the soldiery that cleared the land of the savage 
; nd fought its battles and cast its v<Ues, l«-ft it 
practically out of account in the recognition «.f its 
fundamental right to nlucation, and rdied on 
the few that struggled up from the ranks to 
eminence to recruit its own ranks. 

But with all this drawback, this .\ristocracy, 
always in any emergency actinj; to;r,t),,.r niuler 
Jefferson "expanded" the republic to the summit 
of the Rocky Mountains, and under Polk, Scott 
and Fremont carried the flag to the Sonthwe-tern 
Pacific shore. In 1800 there was probably no 
body of nobility in Europe so powerful, able to 
plunge a Christian n.ition into a ci\it war for its 
own existence, as the class that uiuler Jefferson 
Davis for four years fought tjie Union, until 
amid the ihiindcr of .•;nHion in ( )lii \ ir;.;inia. in 
hearing distance of the sea beach smitten by the 
"fatal and perfidraus bark" that landed the first 
c«rgo of negro slaves, it went to its death at 
Appomattox. Any great Aristocracy, like the 
present British, that always keeps in touch with 
and at ecery critical ])eriod \ielils to the just 
demand of the plain people, may be indefinitely 
continued, to the honor and glory of a Christian 
civilization. The fatal mistake of the Soutlurii 
Aristocracy was that, under the assertion of the 
right of self<govemment for eleven States, in the 
full blaze fif the nineteenth c<entur\, it struck for 
a new nationality, which, if achieved, would not 
only have established the last sfaive empire in 
CbritteadoM, tot wMld Iwvc kft the pUia ivliili 



people with few or nn rights their political HUM* 
ters "were bouml to nspcct." 

But, as abroad, there w as a "liberal wing" of 
this Southern .\ristocr.ic> . Thomas Jefferson 

alwa>s held his political theory of 
sf tsuthslrr**"* democracy conditioned on his 
ArMaaaaar. other theory of Universal Educa> 

tion, which included the emanci- 
pali«m and education of the iiegro« s ami the 
training of every white child in a system reaching 
from the fr«'c common school to the .State Uni- 
versity. In Ins sorrow and wrath that hi> own 
Slate would ntX adopt his splendid ideal, he 
• leclared ili.it 'his own people w.uhl become 
worse than the inhabitants ol the Uarbary States." 
All the great Virginians were with him, and he 
left a growiiij^ cointiion <i.-hcH>I public that in 
e\ery Souiiuru .^tatc for forty years attempted 
to put his educational system on the ground. And 
f'T the Southern Aristocracv', as n whole, it may 
be s.iid. 'nothing .so became it as its leaving." 
During (he twenty years after 18G4, when the 
sons of the fathers were still permitted to govern 
the South, it adopted the .\nierican common 
scluxrl for lK>th races and all classes, essentially 
as set up in every Southern State, by the power 
of the nation during the pt rio«l of reconstruction. 
Having done this, its grandest work suKe the 
da\s ..f W ashington, it "retired in good order," 
and no 1oi!',m r exists, as a class, in any Southern 
.State 

r.ut now what were the plum people of the 
South about during the first sexenty years of the 
Republic, up to the fatal > ear when, at the call 
of the aristocracy, they "shouMered arms" and 
through four years made fur the American sol- 
diery a name and fame undisputed through the 
worM? 

l irst. a tK)dy. now probably represented in 
the Northwest by as many people a» the entire 

i.<^¥i.f^K> of the old dominant Southern class, ihs- 
couraged by the prospect at In me. turned their 
backs njMin the land of their birth and flocked 
to th< new .\orthwesi. Along with them were a 
considerable number of ihf more liberal-minded 
of the leading families, in pursuit of a broader 
opportunity than th.y kit behind. During the 
twenty >ears from iKjo to 1850, nearly the entire 
body of pronounced anti-shivery people in the 
South, inc udiiig the Ouakers, reuioxed \Vest. 
Among them were the parents of .\bral)a.in Lin- 
coln, and with him a large body of young men 
whose names became honsebobl wor»ls, twent\ 
years later, in loyal service to the I'nion. No 
State' contributed more valuable people* of this 
sort to the thret- great Northern i inmonwcaltha 
across the i)h\<t River than Kentucky. 

Those that stayed at home, under the leader- 
ship of ilir ' liber.il wing," the all-round follow- 
ers of JeftcrscHi. for thirty years, from i8jo to 
i860, agitated every Southern State with their 
demand for c. iiniion schixil education for the 
while people. 1 hey were opposed largely by the 
planter cUss and the ProtesUnt clerg>'. who at 
that time li.id >;rrater influence in Sonili. tn edu- 
cation than the Catholic clergy in Italy to-day. 
Almost e\'ery Southern public man of natkmal 
rtputation understrod and faxor. I the educa- 
tional movement, with some of the fi>rem(jst lead- 
ers in the universities. Rut by iMo only two 
borcler S|,,ieB, MisM.iin .md Kmtucky, with 
North t arolina and Louisiana and s'.'.< ral of the 
largest cities, had succeeded in keering on the 
ground , Oil, in II svh.M.ls for white 

youth, lor wlucii tlio) were indebted to the lalnirs 
of a group of educators that the children in these 
Stat.s in the future \xill , r wn with honor. The 
history of this remarkable movement has been 
given to the country by the Unite.l States Bureau 
of Education, and should be read by every school 
teacher in these .sixteen States. I he tcMilt xvas 
that, at the outbreak of the Civil W ar, tlort was 
a common scho- 1 public in the South, the educa- 
tioTial disciples' of Jeflrer«;on, who were ready to 
take advantage of the opportuniiy iliat came, ten 
years later, to plant the .American common school 
in e\er\ Southern .'^tate. 

The four years of war were a great university 
for the plain white people of the South. First, it

to .NU'xico. i vveniy years ago a

miles a year. I he i>uy-at h< me Souihcmer of 
those States, outside of the upper sort and the im- 
migrating class, lived within his own beat, away 
from con.iac! wv'Ji tii> betters, tied to his own 
possessions and hampered by illiteracy in a way 
i'"b'.-li' ■! f 111. world. He had 
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of independence: ai^l«fliaicf in the almost con- 

st.int wars of the pa't century; in |).iliiivs and 
religion chiefly by the pubhc speaking and preai h- 
ing of the famous body of fiouthern orators, of 
w hom now and then one still dsjczles the country 
by his magnificent, meteoric shower of splendid 
rhetoric. But the majority of them knew next 
to Uiiihinj,' (,f the res( nrccs of their own State 
and section, and the North in i860 was farther 
away than "Farther India" and "Darkest Africa" 
to every bright Southern achool boy to-day. In 
their tremendous campaigns that, in four years, 
"wore out" a generation more completely than 
tht 3rar« of N«(okM, wbkb rtdacett the •Mtirt 



»if Preiuh manhood two inches, ihif uiill >n in- 
cluding nearly all the young men, for the tirst 
time were introduced to their own country: and 
that w;ia a great education. They also b-.i 1 « I 
that in war it is the brains behind the ba><)iiets 
and the kind of "man behind the gun" that wins 
battles by land and sea. And it finally dawned 
upon them that the one thing in this world that 
can not be upset is the upper side of modern 
Christian civiliaation — a civilization then repre« 
sented by the three million American men in arms 
for the preservation of a I'nion founded on • 
pledge (d "the lives, the fortunes .ind Ihe sabred 
honor" of their own great grandfathers and grand- 
mothers. • 

There was also not a little schooling in letter* 
going on in the Southern army. I heard of an 
entire regiment that during a winter encampment 
in South Carolina learned to read. I met, as the 
acting President of a .Southern Stale university, 
a man who, in a great prison camp on Chesapeake 
Bay, through an entire season xvitii a l.irge num- 
ber of the prisoners, went to scIum)!, and was 
there "fltted for college." In i8«*. the wluile 
S mil XX like up to the idea that, unless sonirtlnng 
was done at once, a great multitude of its ehildrrn, 
from five to ten, would U ce.mpelled to join the 
arinv of iliterates. 

.\lso a new cnntinpcnt fi . < millions of freed- 
nien, was now 'added to tin plain people of the 
South; declared and for ten years by the moat 
hazardous experience in history raised to the 
position of "sovereign ciii/eiisliip" and praclically, 
under leaders not always from the North, wielding 
the government of eleven great AmcricMi eommoM- 

Wealtlis. 

Then the North and Ihe Nation rame to the 

rescue and during the tm y<ars nf so-called re- 
construction ist;ti,l|siu-d in every 
w—a ♦u t rM c llaw State, for Ihe first time, the Amer-

Itut, with all these drawbacks, including 
Ihe splendid work done among Ihe negroes and 
po<irer whites under the pri>iecTi«.n ( f the .iriny 
•luring the war, it probably by i8;6 had taught 
two millkxis of children to read, had set many 
thoiisanil Soul hern young nun and women tO 
teaihing school, and had created in the upper 
strata of both races a demand for universal edu* 
lation that no body of public men dared to re'ji»e 
Whatever may have been the mistakes and the 
injury to Ihe South during this reconstruction 
p« rind, that fumlamental work of < si..Misli,,i,; f,.r 
ihe first lime the American common svhtxjl. tor a 
eenlury before declared by evtr> great Sotitheni 
statesman absolutrly nrces»ary to republican in* 
siiiutious. entitles the 'North, the negro citizen 
who always voted for education, and the nation to 
the everlasting gratitude of Ihe whole Southern 
people. 

Then it was first realized that the grr.itrsi 
gain to every Southern State l>\ the war was the 
emancipation of the plain white Southern pr,.p1r 
from their old position of the past seventy five 
years. First emu- the < pporiuniiy, hilherto^ily 
gained by leaving the .South and taking up new 
lands in the West, to obtain new homes in the 
Inst land* of t)i< ir eivxii .Stalls 1 lir^isands of the 
great plantations were divided and the farmers, 
hitherto confined to the less fertile uplands and 
the mountain country, 'xx.-.niud iloxxn .-ind "made 
themselves at home." J he number of fanns in 
fourteen States increased uoaofioo from 188c 
to 1900. During the pau forty years prob- 
ably more than a million xoung men fron- 
the leading families of the South, with thousands 
of voting women, hav' mo\,.i . ti to the N'vrtli- 
west, the Pacific coast, and ihi greater cities of 
the Northeast. There n^no longer any class m 
any such j>osiiii»n of influence in any So.itliern 
State as the slave-holditig arisifcracy of liity 
years ago. This, itself, has been a movement of 
incalculable importance to the plain white people,, 
vastly increasing and diversifying the pnxlitcts 
of the land; opvning the mines; felling the for- 
ests, and intriKiucing them to every grade of man- 
ufactnring in<liistry. 

But even more imp rtant ha- been the estab- 
lishment of the entire American system of com- 
nxm scIkmiI education that, in fortv year- l as 
loosened the Souihern home purse to the extent 
of several hundred millions of dollars; including 
to-day .vooo.cKX) white children and youth . in 
every consulerabU- city ofTermg free education to 
every child ; having hhnight from the North prob- 
ably riorethan a hundred millions (,f d<.ll;,rs invested 
in .schools; with a group of Southern benefactors 
esUblishing and endowing new univeraities', and 
by home effort va-tly enlarging the opportunities 
for the academical and collegiate education of 
every class of the white people. 

Of course, the greatest result of this move> 
nieiit has he« n with the plain people of the South, 

Arlaiesrat* y*^^^^. have been invited to share 
in the accumulated wiadom and 
knowledge of Christendom. And here again has 
been d<nionst rated the fact that every Anglo- 
Saxon, and especially every American superior 
class, is at heart patriotic, and, in the last emer> 
gcncy, re^jr. to respond to the werdt of the Uao* 
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t<T: "I.ct fifm who ia grfatpst am np yon be your 
-•-r .ml " Since the yrar 1S7.). i,>r miw thirty- 
tivt years, despite the usual r.i>nrb<jii ctintin^,'ent 
that "we have always witl^us," tlic superior » lass 
ot the '-"'rnith lias f^ivcii itself to the schooling of 
the plain people of both races, with an iiitclli 
Wff:nce and zeal and at a sairifice of momy uiisur- 
fiasscd in the liistor) of riluiatii>n. 

I Kpeak now of what I know. For twenty 
years I lived in the South in a "Ministry of lldu- 
i.itii)n" that im linicd the whole people, from low 
est to highest, l or ten yeari pMt, in .writing for 
th^ National riovcrnment the "history of the 
Aii/< rii m lomiiion school," I have learned how, 
foi: two hundred and fifty years, the people of fh - 
North have been at work and through what toilj, 
c inflict s, sacrifices and countless experiments 
tlu y h »ve at last gncn to the republic its most 
fin l ions posscsiiion— the present system of com- 
mon, private and incorporated schools of i \cry 
grade. And I say again, rn view of all this, that 
whatever discount must be made for inevitable 
f.iilure, indifference and hostility, no more valu- 
able, patriotic and thoroughly American work 
ha« bcon done during these thirty years than by 
the superior peppK of the South in the planting 
of the comition school and th.> rt\ival of tlie 
higher edticationi for both racc^ and all claNses. 
No gr up of men better deserves enrollment with 
the "f ithers of their country" than (imrgc IVa- 
body. .in adopted citi/.en of the South, with Johns 
llojikii s r.TiiI Tiilane. Mr». Newcomb and othern.

The failure bf that fkiiil cftikt ia the decade 
between 1880 and i8qo brought a great loss of

atTairs of tin- plain pc'i di-. v\ho for twenty years 
had l)»< 11 t;i,i'hial'\ moving to the front. It had 
airca<ly d( ><l^(d the class, most dangerous in 
public alTairs— the first crop of politics) leaders 
raiseil up from a people inexperienced in the use 
of political power, and long subservient to a 
powerful and concentrated dominant class. It 
was fit that South Candina, the revolutionary 
State of the South, and State where the plain 
people had been from ttie beginnitig most thor- 
oughly under the ban. should lead in this out- 
break under the leadership of that most remark 
able combination of the shrewd, far-seeing poli- 
tician and champion political freak of American 
politics- the 1 Icniirable Itenjamin Tillman. He 
saw thai thv hour had struck to summon the plain 
white people of the South to the government -.f 
at least the ele\en ex-Confederate States I or 
the past fifteen years he has been the ablest ami 
most conspicuous leader of the movement that 
has brought evcr\ ?»tate that bolted the Union in 
l86t under the absolute political crmtrol of the 
plain people. And he will be remembered chiefly 
from his praisewi>rih\ cdiiiational labors for his 
own Stale, although otherw ise forgotten. Nearly 
every important post of public iniiuence in 
every une of these Stati - !<; iiuw held by the type 
of politician that always appears as the iirst 
representative of such a movement. Within these 
fifti i n years, with tlie one break of North Caro- 
lina, these eleven ex-(,'onfederate States have 
been governed by this type of leaders who have 
tint* Wconu' the fxilittcal successors of the great 
statesmen identitied with the founding, the ex- 
pansion, and, largely, with the glory of the na- 
tion. The plain white jteople of the South are 
now, for the first time, in power, but in the hands 
of untrained and ambitious leaders, who are often 
acting vs ith (piestionable w is<lom as to the per- 
manent interests of their own section and the 
nation. 

Nfeanwhile, in the face of the opposition of 
this political combination, the Republic has made 
the final new departure that every 
Adepu'lir' Christian nation must make: ta In- 
CaieftMi Faiiay. eyitably aa a rising jnoang man 
roust surround himself with a lam 
i!\ of .hildren to be educated, or remain a fruit- 
less bachelpr. TiMt new departure is : the taking 
to itacif oi colonies from the child peoples who 
still comprise a majority of the mhabitants of the 
earth, to "train in the way they ahould go," and, 
according to the national ideal of a Christian re- 
publican civilization. 

So here we are today; a people of eighty nu!- 
Rom, no longer Anglo-Saxon, but of the new 
CMmopolitan American type, made 
"An sorts and tip from every European national 
tSSt^m^^yp it). There are in greater New 
more Jewish American citi* 
7ens than in Jerusalem; more 
Irishmen than 111 Dublin; except two or mi e 
cities of Central Furope, more of the Germanic 
and northern 1-iiropean sort: more southern- 
bom white people than in New ( )rleans ; only 3J 
pdr ocnt of what we used to call "Native Ameri- 
can St'>ck." While Southern politicians po«e as 
the purest of the Anglo-Saxon pure — whatever 
tha^ may be — tbey are already scheming to flood 
this country with new millions of the ignorant 
U|tia iluiopean lolk, to "tight it out." through 
the labor unions with the ten millions of the na- 
tive colored race that have ma<le their States 
wh.Tt they are. To<lay. of our ninety millions, 
one fonrfti. here and in oiu" colonies, consists of 
the plainest pi, nil ; ilie child pcojiles that within 
the past generation, t. r ihe tirst time, by the mili- 
tary |>. >uer of the republic, have been liberated 
from the bondage of three hundred years. 

The nationis call tor the coming century, to 
which, indeed, all of Kurope is waking up. is tin- 
solution of the problem of the ages: how to edu- 
cate "all sorts and conditions of men," all the 
immortal children of a CI<id whose name is love ; 
into the final achievement of Christian states- 
manship; the an of "dwelling together in unity," 
every man in his own place; all "working to- 
gether for good :" to bring in the kingdoin of 
heaven on earth. 

This republic, s, » far, has not only "followed 
the American flag." but the .American flag has 
from the beginning followed the divine Provid- 
ence; the Creator of all worlds, the Sovereign of 
every human stnil t iiiided by that Providence, 
the nation is ealleil i<i <leal, on tlie one hanil with 
the American representatives of "Darkest .Af- 
rica." and on the otl^ r wilh the first ten milli' ns 
in .\sia inv ited t.i su de>w n at the table and eat 
and drink at the banquet that celebrates the ,in- 
aiigtiration of .1 "government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people," round the world. No 
section, no cla^, no party, no church will be en- 
trn'«teil with the working otit of this mightv jirob- 
lem. It if given alone to the whole .\inericau 
people to decide between the Pagan and the 
Christian way of solving this ricldle of the ages;

for Every God in the Pantheon, a wandering 

HMfnan.nslnf. prophet, awav off in a province 
more obsciLe than any island in 
the Oriental s,;iv today, in a plain talk with a 
group of piaiii people about him, laid down the 
law of life which, yet, only half understood sod 
less ih.in half applied, has alreadv created what 
we call Christendom. In two sentences, contain- 
thirty-two words, all of which could be engraved 
within the golden circ'e of the .American eagle — 
value ten dollars — Jesus said: "Let him who is 
greatest among you be your ser\'ant. Even as 
the son of man came not to lie mitiistered unto 
but to minister and to give his life a ransom for 
many." Just in proportion as every so-cniled 
Christian people has "squared Up" to this su- 
preme law of human life, this absolute constitu- 
tion of human government, it has become a per- 
manent nationality: and 'oilav only as any nation 
is working on that line is it a vital power in the 
progress of mankind.

These ideals, a liiiiidrcd vears ago. were 
the higheiit conception then reached of the meth- 
od of solving alt race questions, laid down by the 
greatest teacher and statesmen, because the Sav- 
ior of mankind. 1 am not hers to t^H >'*>u what 
succcsa or failure has attended this beginning, 
uniler tin sort of Southern leadership that ap- 
pears, on the hrst Monday of every December, in 
the Capitol at Washington. Only, let us not 
imagine for a mom< iit that the acts ,•>{ half a 
dozen Legislatures, and the vaticinations of the 
gospel of socwiogy of which Orator John Temple 
( iravcs is the |>rnphet. are to he the permanent de- 
cisions of the fifteen millions of our w hite South- 
em folk. For every white man in the South 
.oda\ has become in an e:r, incnt sense one of the 
plain people ; and in the outcome we shall sec 
there, as everywhere, the survival of the fittest. 

NoboiK cares \vli;it company a gentleman in 
\ irginia or Te.xas chooses to keep, it he manages 
to keep outside of the "revised statutes." But 
every gentleman and lady in this Republic will 
some dav tind out that there is no permanent class 
or caste in this Nation, made up of every shad- 
ow of a shade of color .nvl r'verv variety of race 
and "previous condition" 011 the face of the earth. 
So our friends can be excused from lying awake 
o" nights, sclieminj.; to preserve the "p'lrity of the 
.Anglo-Saxon race," by remanding twenty mil- 
lions now under the American flag to the condi- 
tion of the iild F.iiropean serfdom that Russia is Iving 
awake o' nights with hideous dreams, just now, 
agonizing how to change to a new Russian citi- 
zenship. If these admirable jicople will read their 
New Testament through tlie spectacles of the 
"common Christianity!" and reaUze that they 
have todav the grandest rpportiinitv on earth in 
the t'<'ucaUgn and traiajpg of their ten millions 
of coloiwInttilfif.'fWt to be Anglo-Saxons, but 
to become the best that the I.ord of tis all had in 
mind at their introduction upon earth, they can 
safely leave the business of evolving the new 
.\merican order of soci^-ty in His hands. For in 
this Republic the best society" means the so- 
ciety of the best people, bt all sorts and condi- 
tions. This iippenrc s; , i iiper classes" lives 
with its doors and windo.vs i^pen, four square to 
all comers. Anybody from anywh^e may come 
in and li\c and be happy, as lor- ;is he under 
stands and tries to live up to the conviction that 
all his superiorities are loaned to lliia by God for^ 
the sake of the "genral welfare." And he will 
cease to be a member of God's American aris- 
tocracy when he makes up his mind not to live up 
there, but to leave the Father's house and waste 
his substance in any Jcind of "riotous living." iiut 
he must not be surprised if he finds up there a 
certain liitle Hebrew widow who one day, sur- 
rounded by the 'smart set** of Jerusalem, modest- 
ly appeared at the public treasury and "cast in all 
her living," tw.. mites; less than anybody windd 
now drop into the American contribution box in 
its endless round from church to church. And a 
certain young man, afterwards criK ified a- a here- 
tic and a rebel, looking on, remarked, "She hath 
arivtn her alL" 



This conceit of the latest Southern sixiology, 
with several other notions of similar import, all 
lr;icing their descent from Pagan. Rome and fa- 
talistic India, is bound, in the providence of God 
that, like the pillar of cloud bf day and the piUar 
of fire b- ' ^oes before the flag, 
"To bav e Its httle day— - 
But thou, O Lord, art more than they." 

Now. how shall the plain people of the South 
be educated up to the ideals of the true Washing- 
ton, the true Jeflferson, the real 

M!lt''u^H^ Iranklin. t''*" "Pper strata of the 
TaRiila. fathers we all alike hold in rev- 

erence ? 

The nation, as represented by the North today, 
can do little save what it has practically for the 
past twenty-five years done— leave these eleven 
ex -Confederate States in a political minority, aa 
long as they please to isolate themselves from 
the present American ideals and policies of na- 
tional life. Meanwhile we can show them, in 
dealing wiith the child peoples in our new colo- 
nies, our way of ' solving the race question." Btil 
there is a point beyond which no party or State 
can go in dealing with those twenty millions of our 
new citizens without "coming up to the Captain's 
office to settle." And, thanks to the superior clasa 
ot the colored people, under the leadership of 
their first statesman who has the right to assume 
the name of Washington; in connection with that 
portkm of the Southern white people who will 
see that in dealing with them "the Republic re- 
ceives no harm," we can safely, for the present^ 
leave the masses of tTie plain people of the South 
to their own home sch(Xjlma5ter for instructib* 
and leadership. In due time they will, doubtlesa, 
touch elbows with our Christian oivilization, and 
realize the beautiful ideal of union now set forth 
by our preacher President ; in his travels through 
the Southland to his month's interview with the 
inhabitants of the wilderness; who probably by 
our grandchildren wiH be gathered into schioola, 
where the lion and the lamb may lie down, oat- 
side each otiier, and be at peace. 

Our magnificent North, in its joy and glad- 
ness over the ending of the Civil War, has never 
yet quite understood the part to 
Jnd*5:;:'nu.n***' "^^ly played by the lov al South 
Loyalty s^.,,. in the saving of the Union. What 
with the five loyal border Statea, 
Missouri, Kervtncky, Wtst A'irginia, Maryland 
and Delaware ; with the almost united patriotism 
of the entire Appalachian region and other por- 
tions of the Southwest : it is not an exaggeration 
to say that to them and the descendants of the im- 
migrating Southern people iik the Northwest the 
T'nion must have been indebted for well- 
nigh 500,000 of its three million soldiers, first and 
last, under arms. With the stategic imfmrtance ol 
this great "buffer" between the fightitig North 
and the eleven Confoderatf? .States, and, above all, 
the marvelous political strategy of Abraham Lin- 
coln ill the White House; to say nothing of the 
splendid military and naval leadership of Thomas 
and Farragut and the group they represented ; it 
is not too much to assert that if the Republic was 
not saved by the Southern loyal soldiery, three 
times the number at any time commanded fey 
Washingtiin. it was saved from perhaps another 
four years of General Sherman's "Hell," with its 
terrors of further desolation and more enduring 
unreconciliation. 

Since 18(^)3 the struggle for an all-round Amer- 
icanism in these five States, even extemling to 
N'irginia, North Carolina and Tennessee, has been 
prolonged, and is now only in the beginning. 
West N'irginia was the first Southern State that 
moved in the establishment of the full commoi 
school, even before the close of the Civil War. 

Of these 500,000 white and colored soldiery,, 
none are more deserving of the nation's gratitude 
than the strong fighters from the highland region, 
which perhaps sent forth, men and boys, a half 
of this patriotic host. During tho.se awful years, 
living in the city of Cincinnati, then the best 
Northern watch-tower of the Southwest, com- 
pelled by an unworkable body to stay at home and 
do my best for my country, my frecjuent habit 
was to visit the landings at the river when the 
boats came in from above, crowded with women 
and children, who. all the way from the Queen 
City to the Big Sandy, were cared for by the good 
pi-ople along the northern Ohio shore. It was 
then that I said to myself: "This country owes to 
these fathers and mothers, who, like the widow of 
Palestine, have 'given their all' and then 'thrown 
themselves in,' the training that shall make tlicir 
children and their children'a children worthy of 
tiieniselves. ( iod lulpiiiLT me. I will enlist in that 
war," And twenty years later I heard the call 
and went forth, and now, for five and twenty 
years, have done my uttemUMt to help my conn- 
try pay that debt. 

This home leadership that shall bring the plain 
people of the South into no politician's rhetorical, 
recognizes the full opportunity
